Halfback Cliff Kahl led the Plainsmen in 
four statistical departments—individual rush- 
ing .. 61.1 yards per game average, pass re- 
ceiving . . catching 10 balls for 194 yards and 
one touchdown pass, offense individual 
leader, and he led the team in scoring for the 
second straight year. 


Team totals were—rushing .. 1621 yards or 
game average of 162.1 yards. Wesleyan threw 
137 passes, completed 43, had 12 intercepted, 
and gained a total of 604 yards in the air for 
a game average of 60.4 yards. Wesleyan had 
two scoring passes, and the total offensive net 
gain was 2225 yards gained or a 222.9 yards 
per game. Opponents yardage gains were 
238.2 per game. Wesleyan was penalized 490 
yards while opponents lost 5]3 by penalties. 
Wesleyan fumbled 26 times and recovered 38 
fumbles, while the ten opponents fumbled 41 
times and recovered 29 times. 

Only three seniors were lost by gradua- 
tion; so with a veteran team the 1955 season 
looks brighter.
